Problems of 
Eastern Peace

THE treaty of peace with Japan, which 

the Senate” has now ratified along 
with the security treaty, could not under 
present conditions be anything more 
than an interim. arrangement. The 
treaties are designed to restore to Japan 
as much theoretical sovereignty as is 
consistent with making. as little practi- 
cal change ag possible in the existing 
military and political situation. 

The heart of the understanding,: as 
I read it, is that wé are restoring Japan- 
ese. sovereignty provided the Japanese 
do not exercise too much sovereignty 
for a while; in order to get back the 
title to their full sovereignty the Japan- 
ese have agreed not to exercise ‘jt fully 
for a while. On both sides it is under- 
stood that this is an arrangement for 
going on together while the Korean war 
and the whole question of China's rela- 
tions -with Japan and with the West 
remain unsettled, 

A provisional arrangement of this 
kind is likely to work best if we -keep 
it clearly in mind that it is provisional, 
and that We are operating. in Japan 
so to speak on borrowed time. 

We are forced into the treaty at what 
is—considering the war in Korea—a 
most inconvenient moment: The Japan- 
ese people had earned and had begun 
to demand the right to be masters in 
their own house. They could obviously 
not be full masters in their own house 
while we were conducting a very’ con- 
siderable war based on their territory,
